STUDENTS’ POSTPONEMENT 

OF MILITARY TRAINING 

It was announced this week by 
Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, minister 
of labor, that instructions are be¬ 
ing issued to the thirteen division¬ 
al registrars responsible for the 
regional administration of National 
Selective Service mobilization reg¬ 
ulations that students’ postpone¬ 
ment of military training will be 
extended until further notice. Stu¬ 
dents upon entering employment 
come under selective service civil¬ 
ian regulations and must obtain 
work through the local employment 
offices. 

Text of the letter to be forward¬ 
ed by the divisional registrars to 
students affected is as follows: 

“This is to inform you that your 
present postponement of military 
training as a student is extended 
until further notice. Your postpone¬ 
ment therefore remains in effect. 

“If you leave your studies and in¬ 
tend to enter employment, you 
must report to a local employment 
and selective service office before 
you seek employment. 

“If you become a technical per¬ 
son on graduation, you may seek 
employment without reporting to 
a local employment and selective 
service office, but any contract of 
employment must be approved by 
the wartime bureau of technical

Whereas we in southern Alberta 
and British Columbia have some of 
the finest scenery in North Amer¬ 
ica; and 

Whereas the influx of tourists 
will be greatly governed by the 
condition of the roads that they will 
be expected to travel over; and 

Whereas the highway from Pin¬ 
cher to the BC boundary is almost 
all of it without hard-surface or 
even blotter treatment and is not 
fit for the expected traffic. 

Therefore, be it resolved that we, 
the Southern Trans-Canada High¬ 
way Association, do most strongly 
urge that immediate steps be taken 
to have this road built up ready 
for hard-surfacing at the earliest 
possible moment. Further we rec¬ 
ommend that a resurvey of parts 
of the route would be advisable so 
as to do away with portions run¬ 
ning north and south. 

A circular letter outlining the 
advantages to all communities on 
the Southern Trans-Canada High¬ 
way will be drafted and sent to all 
Boards of Trade, councils and com¬ 
munity clubs urging them to be¬ 
come members of the Association.

107 Abnormalties Found in the 
1,762 Citizens X-Rayed; Two 
Active T.B. Cases and Twenty 
Silicosis Cases Found. 

On Monday morning the follow¬ 
ing letter was received by A. Bal¬ 
loch, chairman of Coleman TB Clin¬ 
ic, from A. H. Baker, medical su¬ 
perintendent and director division 
of Tuberculosis Control, and also 
the chart of the results obtained 
from the 1,762 x-ray pictures taken 
at the clinic: 

Calgary, June 16, 1945. 
Dear Mr. Balloch: 

i enclosing a statistical sum¬ 
mary of the recent x-ray survey in 
Coleman. 

I think that you had a very fair 
turnout in your town, and your 
committee is to be congratulated 
on its work. 

It is to be noted that there really 
is relatively little tuberculosis in 
Coleman, as shown in this survey. 

I wish further to point out to 
you, in case any publicity may be 
given to these figures, that the clas¬ 
sification has been based purely on 
the reading of the x-ray films. You 
will please note that we have 
known nothing regarding the indi¬ 
vidual, and the classification pre¬ 
sented should not be accepted as a 
final one. 

All people who had conditions 
that w e considered significant have 
been written to or advised regard¬ 
ing further examination, and a 
number of them have come already 
to Calgary for such an examina¬ 
tion. 

May I ask that if you give any 
publicity to these figures, that the 
explanation be made that the diag¬ 
nosis are tentative, based purely 
upon the x-ray film, and in all cases 
confirmation should be sought by 
further examination. 

Thanking you for all the assist¬ 
ance that you and your committee 
gave in this work.

This has been done 
and the home will be constructed 
along with the main building and 
ready for occupancy when the hos¬ 
pital is opened for business.

| BRIEFLY TOLD 

Canada's steel production has been 
doubled since the outbreak of the 
Second Great War. 

Laurence S. Dalgleish, 71, who' 
sent the first experimental radio 
message from a ship at sea, died re¬ 
cently at Scalloway, Shetland Islands. 

An official of the National Union of 
Teachers says it will take five or six 
years at least to catch up with the 
wartime deficit of 20,000 teachers in 
Britain. 

A recent special appeal by the 
Trinidad-Tobago Branch of the Bri- 
Trindidad-Tobago Branch of the Bri¬ 
tish Red Cross Society has been the 
means of raising $17,000 for the Red 
Cross. 

The famous great organ of 
Paul's Cathedral, London, smashed 
by a bomb in 1940, will cost £15,000 
($47,500) to repair. The job has 
been started. 

Sir S. Varadachariar, judge of the 
federal court of India, has been 
elected honorary master of the bench 
of the inner temple. This is a unique 
distinction for a judge in India. 

Reports from the United Kingdom 
indicate that the British Government 
intends to encourage the re-establish¬ 
ment of the beef cattle industry and 
permit submarginal wheat land to be 
put back in grass. 

German V-weapons killed 5,000 
persons, injured 21,000 and destroyed 
10,000 homes in Antwerp during the 
German campaign to knock out the 
port city after it had been taken by 
the 1st Canadian Army. 

India has decided to establish a 
state factory to manufacture 350,000 
tons of ammonian sulphate annually.

Brought Down Planes 

Britains Balloon Barrage Was A 
Most Effecting Weapon 

Bomb-carrying balloons, touted by 
the Japanese as their newest weapon, 
are an old hat to the British who had 
them as long ago as 1941, The Daily 
Telegraph said. 

The Telegraph said the balloons, j 
which cost about $4, were used to 
bring down German bombers costing 
around $200,000. They carried a 
mine made of an old tin can, filled 
with explosive, hung on the end of 
piano wire. 

The balloons were loosed in bomber’ 
paths, and a fuse arrangement at¬ 
tracted them to raiding planes. The 
Telegraph said when the communi¬ 
ques used to report planes shot down 
by anti-aircraft fire and "other de¬ 
vices”, they meant the balloons.

The British 2nd Army went into 
the show business in a big way with' 
an urgent appeal for clowns, trapeze 
artists, bareback riders and roust¬ 
abouts to operate a mammoth circus 
captured in the closing days of the 
war. 

Hundreds of German prisoners and 
displaced Allied nationals, many of 
them circus performers before the 
war, already have started putting 
the show in order for a grand open¬ 
ing day. It will go on for the 
entertainment of British occupation 
forces. 

The circus will be bigger than 
most peacetime shows, for it in¬ 
cludes several "big tops” seized by 
Allied troops in their advance to the 
Elbe. 

Elephants and bears were captured 
at Bremen in one stranded circus, 
and when the British got to Ham¬ 
burg they found a circus tent intact, 
along with a few performers and a 
string of circus horses. 

Ever since, the Army has been 
hunting through its prison camps 
and among the liberated slave work¬ 
ers for veteran circus acts. Many 
of them already have been assembled 
and are training for the opening.

And against Japan Bra¬ 
zil stands ready to do anything re¬ 
quired of her, even to providing mili¬ 
tary manpower, which undoubtedly 
will not be asked. 

The practical value of Brazil’ 
declaration of war againpt Japan lies 
in the maintenance of Brazilian bases 
at United States disposal and in 
suppression of sabotage at the hands 
of the sizable Japanese colony in 
Brazil.

We Canadians, together with the citizens 
of the United States and Great Britain, 
will eat less sugar during the balance of 
1945. 

To meet our own needs and the urgent 
requirements of our Allies and the liber¬ 
ated countries, our share of the reduction 
must total nearly 200,000,000 pounds of 
sugar during the rest of the year. 

To assure fair distribution of what is 
left, the sugar ration is to be cut by five 


pounds during the next seven months by 
reducing the monthly allotment to one 
pound in June, July, August, October and 
December. In September and November, 
the allowance will remain unchanged at 
two pounds. 

The ten pound sugar allotment for home 
canning, represented by twenty extra pre¬ 
serves coupons, remains unchanged. Two 
regular preserves coupons will continue to 
become valid each month.

ANSWERS TO YOUR QUESTIONS ABOUT SUGAR 

Q. How does Canada get its shaie of world 
sugar supplies? 

A. World stocks are pooled by the Combined 
Food Board of the United Nations which allots 
sugar to Canada, United States and Great 
Britain on a uniform per capita basis. 

Q. Where does the rest of the world sugar 
supply go? 

A. To other claimants, including liberated areas* 

European neutrals, Russia, the Middle East, 

New Zealand and other sugar-importing coun¬ 
tries. Approximately one-half of this total 
is destined for liberated areas.

Q. Why is there less production? 

A. World sugar output is lower for these reasons: 

1. Enemy occupation of some sources such 
as lava and the Philippines. Java, of 
course, is still in Japanese hands and, 
although the Philippines are liberated, 
production is not expected to be restored 
until late in 1946. 

2. Other export countries have experienced 
serious shortages of labour and fertilixer. 

3. Record drought conditions and hurricanes 
have also cut into production in the im¬ 
portant West Indian area.

From these factories came seventy per cent, of all the arms 
and equipment for the United Kingdom, Dominions, Indian and Colonial 
forces until “D” Day, and one-third of all the equipment of the United 
States forces in the European theatre from June, 1942, to June, 1944. In 
addition, up to June 1944, $1,200,000,000 worth of supplies including fighter 
’planes and tanks had been sent to Russia. During the German occupation 
of Europe, Britain was the rallying point for patriots from all parts of 
the Continent and British leaders did much to unify the great United 
Nations front against Nazi tyranny. Britain's war effort is now being 
directed towards the defeat of Japan. When peace is restored, there will 
remain the great task of world reconstruction, and the writer for the 
British Ministry of Information says: “In this work Great Britain, in 
cert with her fellow nations of the Commonwealth, is prepared to shoulder 
the same responsibilities of leadership which have seen the world through 
its greatest military crisis.”
